MININii MACHINERY. 

Mr. iiariiard Uellverti an Able Slicech on 
tlio Necessity of. Jiucoursging Uie 
Uiiiiug ludnstry. ' ' ■' J>. 

In the {'oiiiiiioiis on the '27tli A]ii il, 
.\lr. li:u'n;ii'i I, ineuibi-i' for Cariheu, iiKide 
the following remarks on the necessity 
for taking the duty off mining machin- 
ery. He .said : 

1 desire to make a slateinent with the 
object of showing to the House and to 
the govei iiiiient the importance of plac- 
ing niiiiing iiiachinei'y on the free list 
for 11 few years, with the hope of in- 
ducing the government to accede to the 
reipiests which have been made to them 
by till! representatives of the Province 
h it isli Ooiiiiiibia and tho legislature 
of thiit ])rovincc, and in the petitions ri!- 
ived by them from the Boards of 
Trade at Viiiicouver ami at \'icturia. It 
is II matter of very great iniportaneo to 
that pKu-inee, which is, to u very great 
xteiit, a mineral province, and I think 
it is a matter of very great importance 
to the whole of this Dominion that the 
mining industry shoulil ijo encouraged, 
d that every stei) should be taken 
til Ijy the Douiiiiiiui governinont and 
by the I'rovincial governments to cii- 
couriige the development of our iniiicrai 
w ealth. 1 am a linn believer in the Na- 
tional Policy, and I believe that the ob- 
ject and aim of that policy is to encour- 
ige the development of our national re- 
sources lis well as to foster our ditrorent 
inilustrics. I believe there is no Pro- 
vince . ,91;>, (fcljq--; , Dominion; <r that 
will ■ benefit more by tlie Ifational 
Policy than the Province of Brit- 
isli Columbia. I bplieve tliat province 
is destined to become one of the greatest 
mamif;ieluring provinces in the Do- 
minion, and possibly one of the 
;ltKAri:.ST M.\M;F.l(.TfilINIi I'K.STKKS 

on the continent of America. 

rVitliuugh, up to this time, we have 
not beiietitted to any great extent, dii - 
cclly from that policy, ■we have bcae- 
lilteil indii'.iotly, because wo attribute 
the building of the Caiiailiaii I'aeilic 
Railway to the revenues which were de- 
rived by the government throagh the 
inauguration ot such a policy. 1 think 
the present rate of duty on mining nia- 
cliiuory, whicli is about 30 per cent, all 
•ound, is preventliig the derelopmenl of 
tlie mining resources of British Colum- 
bia, There is no:doubt .tli&t we have a 
variety of ores tlie're. We Iwve gold, 
silver, copper, lead and 'iron, and other 
ores. There is no doubt, tlie niinorol 
bolt, the development of 'which 1ms re- 
sulted in building up the State of Col- 
orado and the Territory of Montana, 
and wbieli is now making Waaliiiigtou 
rcri ilory and idalio, does not stop at 
the boiiiidury line, but goes north, and 
it isa misfortune that the only jiortions 
of the mineral belt wliicl 
levelopcd arc those in Alaska 
soutli of the boumbu-y line. We liml 
gold anil silver quartz mines north ot 
till' Alaska boiiiiilary ami south of the 
boundary within the United States, iiinl 
we have lively reuson to believe, from 
the imlicitions wliieli are to be seen 
everywhere in the I'rovinee of British 
Columbia, that the mineral belt in that 
Province is of greater area than in any 
of tbe.se states which have been built up 
by tlii'ii' mineral wealtli. The only ob- 
jection that 1 can find felt by the 
( l.jveriuueiit to placing mining machin- 
ery on the free list is that there are a 
few small factories in eastern Caiiaila — 
one or two in Ontario, and a few in 
Nova Scotia — that are manufacturing 
mining machinery on a small .scale. 1 
contend that it is in the interest of t liciit 
factories, and of tho inamifacturers 
llieinaelves, for a few years, to liave the 
niachinory wliich is required for tlie de- 
velopment of our mines 

I'l.ACKI) ON THE KUKK LIST. 
'I'lic miner has great dillieultios to con- 
tend with. in the lirsl place, ii mining 
country is always, to ::'iine o.xlent, an in- 
accessiblceoiintiy. The miller lias pro- 
bably to secure his pi-ovisions at a high 
rate, he has to go some distance away 
from coinmunication, and has to spend 
probably one or two summers before he 
discovers ;a .mining location, lie liixls 
that after he hda spent some little lime 
it is necessary tojirocure machinery, and 
then he sees that he ia liainpored by the 
eiiornicnis duly he has to p.ay. British 
Columbia (lillers in many respects from 
Nova .Scotia in the character of her ores. 
At present I believe tlie.'-o manufactur- 
ers arc making sumc milU for the gold 
quartz mines m Kpva Scotia. . Jn that 
province their 'orb is free milling, and, 
trotn what I'CMi.ltiarn, inaoiiinery has 
beon nTanMaol^ei4,8olely fpr.tlie reilue- 
tion of free gold ore. In British Colum- 
bia wo have very little free gold ore; in 
fact wo have found, so far as our mines 
have l)cen developed, tliat free gold does 
not extend to any great depth, but it 
turns into sulphites, or tiro gold is con- 
tained in other iiietals, and reijuires a 
dill'er('nt freatiiie/it from the tr.'atmeni 
of the ore ill Nova Scotia. \\'e have in 
British Columbia several varieties. 
Where free gold is found with sulphites 
it is necessary that it should tirst be 
leiluceil, eitlier by stamps or ridls, ami 
then ollu'i' machinery is iieces.sary, 
which is not manufactured in Canada, 
for i.'oiicentratiiig the liaser metals and 
foi' the roasting of that iiiclal after con- 
centration, and the treatment of the 
mineral after it has been roasted. 'I'hen 
we have, in addition to that, eldoriile 
sulphur ore. 'I'liis al.so rcipiires a dif- 
ferent idass of machinery from that 
manufactured in tluH country. Then 
wc have silver part clilorid or docom- 
posed, ami part siilpliurots ooiitaiiiiir; 
gold. These require roasting. Then 
iberc are galena ores and silver ores, 
with baser metals wliich require smelt- 
ing, ' Now, for concentration of any 
kind or for smelting, there is

ill Caiiaila, as far as 1 can ascertain, and 
I have been in eorrespondencu with 
many of tliese monufiuiturer* yrho claim 



to inaiiufaciuru mining macliiiicry. Tho 
greater jiart of our ores in the .Selkirk 
range that are at present being do- 
vehi|)eil, and have been retidoreil ac- 
cessible by tho Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, are ores carrying silver. These 
ores rutpiire both plain and coarse con- 
centration. After coiieontration they 
are shipped to the smelting works. 
Tiiore is no machinery manufactured in 
Canada wliiuli can be used for Binelting 
works. A short time ago an Kngiisli 
company was formed for the purpose of 
estalilishing siiiidting works on a ainall 
scale in Vancouver. This company ])ro- 
ciited from I'raser & (^Imlmers, Chicago, 
all their macliiiiory, their boilers, their 
..'Urines, tlieir M'ater "jiieket fiir!i!'.c.'S, 
and a variety of otlier articles. I have 
tho invoice here, but it would take 
up too much time to read it. The most 
expensive article used by tliem in 
these works is the water jacket 
lead pipes. These cost 5j'2,000 apiece, 
and have never been niaiiufactiired in 
Canada. The only bit of machinery 1 
see here that is manufactured in Canada, 
is the lihike crusher. They ohlained 
that at the same time from Krascr it 
Cbalniers, in ( 'liicago, which tiriii manu- 
facture (iuartz mining machinery more 
largely tliaii any other Hrra iii America, 
and smelting maohiuory of iill descrip- 
tions. A Blake crusher was required in 
connection with their mill. But there 
are other crushers mamifaeturcd besides 
the Blake crusher, I refer to the Comet 
rock crusher for concentration. The 
Blake crusher ia usually used in stamp 
mills. Then there is the Dodge rock 
crnslier and the Foster rock crusher for 
blasting furnaces, which are not manu- 
factured in Canada. Now, ns I have 
.said before, the only dassof ^nmeliinery 
manufactured here is that required for 
free gold milling. 

Wi: IIAVK NO I'lllCK COLD OIIK 
yet (ILscoverod in lii itisli Columbia. It 
may exist, but onr experience is that 
after a little dejitli the ore is found in 
other minerals, and other processes are 
re(|uiied. I ti'iist that the government 
will see their way to placing for a bnv 
yeais reducing, mining and smelting 
machinery on the free list. At present 
we have these conijianies manufacturing 
milling machinery in Canada: Tlie .). (i. 
Brown Manufacturing Cmiipaiiy, of 
Belleville; the F. (i. Beckatt Company, 
of Ilaiuillon; the Triiro Manufacturing 
Company, and the Kngersoll Kock Drill 
('ompimy, of Montreal; and if it could 
be shown to these comiiaiiies that it is 
to their interest that this inacliinciy 
should bo put on the free li.st 
for a few years in order to 
develoj) the mineral wealth of British 
Ccdumoia, I think they would not ob- 
ject. As soon ns we have that wealth 
developed a demand is created for more 
machinery, and when a demand is cre- 
ated these companies will reap tho bene- 
fit. It will then be to the interest of 
tho country tliat tho duty should bo put 
upon tlio8e,articles of machinery in or- 
der to' foster ' their. ittahufaa.tUDe, for [ 
am' satisfle'd that factories for this pur- 
pose will spring up in British Columbiu. 
I trust that the'GoVerninent will consid- 
er this matter, and before long assist the 
devolopnicnfc ' of 'our..^Proyinue 'in' this

CincAoo, ilay 2. — Coroner Mertz and 
a jury to-day began au investigation in- 
to the cause of the death of Robert 
Burns, a [uitient in the insane asyhim 
at Jefferson. Attendants Richardson, 
Crogaii and Bechs, who are charged 
with beating Burns to death, were pres- 
ent. The dead man's widow and her 
brother tcstiticil that Burns was in good 
health when ho was sent to the asylum . 
and that the only aljrasion on his body 
was oil oitO of his legs, wliicb had been 
injured.' 

Tho most damaging ti'stinioiiy was 
that of Charles Bock, a reporter, who 
successfully played tho insane dodge 
and was ailinitted to the asylum, where 
he wa.s an eye-witness to much of the 
ire lieing j bi utal treatment which reduced Bums 



in ten (h'.ys from a strong man to a com- 
plete pliy^ical wreck, resulting in his 
death. The .st i jry was one of most re- 
volting and heartless cruelty. 

\\'itnesj ilctailed at great length re- 
peated acts of brutality which he ac- 
cused the attemliints of inflieting upon 
the unfortunate man. He dcchirod that 
the patient was not unruly, but Hceineil 
dazi'il and inca])able of understanding 
what was wanted of him. Beck told 
how after their arrival at the asylum he 
and Burns were given cold liaths anil 
then h'ft shivering in a cold loom for 
liftecn minutes. Then after exaiiiiiia- 
tioii Biiiiis was ci'dere<l to sit on a 
bench, fie seemed not to understand, 
and was violently thrown u])oli one. 
Rising in a helpless way, Ricbardson 
kicked him violently in the abdomen. 
P.urns again attempted to rise, when 
the lirutality was repeated, Richardson, 
Crogan and Beclia each taking jiarl in 
kicking and striking the helpless lunatic 
in the side and stomacti, and bruising 
liis face with their fists. 

Tlioy undertook to dress his wounded 
leg, jerking him about roughly and 
causing him excruciating agonV, mean- 
time continuing their blows. When the 
wounds were dressed Crogon picked up 
one of I hirns' shoes and struoK. the - inof 
finding jiatient over tho IimmI .with 'Ur 
heel of it, cutting a gr'^t ga«H.;yBy tins 
time the victim vf&a m a nalf-oonscious 
condition. 

That night Burns, not inidresaing 
]iromptly when onlered, was kicked by 
Richar<ls in the abdomen and knocked 
acM'ossthe room. This is only the re- 
cord (if one day'.s brutality, which was 
kejit uji until the man's death. 

The reported' came out of the iisylum 
at the end of I uii days. He told how, 
when friends .secured his release, Dr. 
Kicrnaii, siiperintenileiit of the asylum, 
shook his head ominiaisly and advised 
against it. Ho declared the reporter to 
be imanably insane ; that ho know this 
because he had watched the case very 
clo.sely. Ivieriiun's idiief of stall' con- 
curred in tliis opinion. 

A verdict was reached in short order 
by the jury, lindiiig that Richardson 
and Crogan caused Burns' death. The 
two men. and also Beeh, are nnder in- 
liictinent for imirder.

The jieaee and fi iend- 
sliij) wdiich hupiiily exists between 
lireat Britain and the United .States, 
and streiigtlieiis, if po.ssiblo, tlio many 
ties which unite those two:gi'eat Eng- 
lish-speaking'' countries, is- destined to 
exercise the most beneHoial iuilttonco for 
the advancement of civilization and the 
promotion' of happiness throughout the 
world. I believe' the oitizena o| tlio 
United ,State8 reciprocate .< the ^ feel- 
ings of amity and . good -will I 
have expressed, and • are animated 
by most kindly, sentiments towapl 
Her MaTeaty|8' people.

THE ISEtjSION. 

The session of tlio Dominion IVrlia- 
mont which closed ou Thursday will 
not be considered remarkable for its 
legislation, Many useful laws were en- 
acted, l>Ut none of tlieni are of tran.a- 
ceiidont importance. Tliu (jovenunent 
very properly refrained from makiny iil- 
terations in tlie tarill'. Tliia gives stu- 
i'bilit^ to the commerce of the Dominion. 
' 'Maijy who asked for clianges giving 
greater protection lo paitieular indus- 
tries were ilisappoinled, but tlie Gov 
eminent consulted tlio general good 
wlien it liecliiieil to ^^rant their reiiuesta. 
The application from this Province to 
place minuig machinoi'y on the free list 
did not conic under tliis 'category. No 
ono is taxed to protect the miner 
and all that was askoil for him was to 
lal<e from his shoulders a burden {griev- 
ous to lie liinne. Tliis oould be done 
without ilisturbing commerce in the 
sliglitest degree and without doing in- 
justice to a single Canadian industry. 
, .]^e regret that the .Mini.stor of iMiianco 
. did not sec llis way to give a meaame of 
encouragement t<j a leading and a clear 
struggling llritish ('(ihnnlii,,n indusliy. 

The siihsi<lies voted for the lines of 
steamers on the Pacific and tlie 
• Atlantic are calculated to do a 
; I great deal of good. Every ineiisure 
'■'"which tends to increase and to make more 
profitable tlio commercial iiitcrcourte 
of tlie Dominion with foreign nationt, 
■■■ remote as. well as near, cannot fail 
to. he beiieficiar to the whole popu 
latiou of the country. We are disap- 
pointed to learn tliat the good inten 
tioiis of the Governiiiciit with re8i)eet to 
tlio establishment of a fast lino of steam 
sliips bul ween the .Atlantic port.s and 
Great I'ritain are likely to be frustratetl 
on account' of the difficulty of finding, 
on the other side of the ocean, men of 
capital enterprising enough to embark 
in such an euterpri;-e. It is to bo hoped 
that tlie check is only temporary, and 
that before long, the steamships sailing 
out of Caiuidian ports will lie second to 
none tluit cross the ocean. 

Tlie most importtuit matter that wo a 
before the Parliament that lias just 
been porugued was the resolution re- 
fjuesting the (lovernmeiit to reconaider 
ita deeisicm with lesiieel to the disal- 
lowance of the Jssuits' Estates Act. 
On the decision arrived at by Parlia- 
liient depended the future peace, and 
perhaps tlie very existence of the Con 
federation. On no subject are iiicn'.'- 
Huseeptibilltios so tender as on that 
of their religion. Any invasion of men's 
religions riglits, any I'licroacliinent 
on what they reganl as their religions 
liberties, is quickly and deeply 
roBontod. The question of provuiciid 
rights was included in this matter of the 
.)esnil.i' Instates. Eveiy refiecting man 
niiist see that it was one that shoiikl lie 
dealt with in the most judicious manner. 
The (ii)Vriniiicnt had taken tin: gnniiul 
that it had nothing lo do with ihe mer- 
its of the question, itself. Whether it 
■was wise or unwise for tlio Logisluture 
of Quebec to clTcet a ai-itloiiu'iit of the 
long-standing dispute with llu; .lesuils 
by a com])romise uhieli required the 
payment to Iheninf a hirgi; siimof money 
waa, the Ministry believed, ii (juestion 
for the Legislature and ttie people of 
Quebec to decide; all that was left for 
-' them to consider was, was the act within 
■ the competence of Mio Quebec Lejisla- 
ture or not Was it or was it not coii- 
Htitutional ■; Tluy deeideil thai it wju- 
constitutional and that whether it w.is 
. politic or not -waa not for them to con- 
sider. Parliament, when ^he matter 
was siibiiiittcd to tho judgnieut of its 
monibers, by a very groat majority de- 
cidod tlial the view taken by the Clov- 
ernmenl vena the cii. iici (un?. We be- 
lieve that by deciding as it did it hut 
done the people of the whole Dominion 
a Wrvice of iiioiilculablo value. It ha.'- 
averW . a long and , bitter con 
trat between Protosonts and Ca 
tliolics, and has, perhaps, 'saved 
tho confed.raliun from (iiiiruption. 
To realize this the reader has only to 
imagine tho condition thot the country 
would bo in if Col. O'Brien's resolution 
had been carried. The Government 
being defeated no other course would 
have been left for it but to resign. An 
appeal to tlio people would ha\e fol 
lowed, and tho coastitiiencies from luie 
end of llie Dominion to the other houUI 
to-thiy bo preparing for » politico-religi- 
ous contest. No one who has not boon 
engaged in ono can have any idea of tho 
bitterness of such a 8tl•ug^de. And wlial 
practical good could any party or any 
roligioHH dunoinination gain by siieli a 
contest. Tho victory would bo abar- 



the (h^ 
anil ashes 
in the nioutlis of the victors. If those 
ssire to precipitate ^l^-^ 
Id cahiily and (juietly a.sk 
theni'iclxea^ichat is to be gained by Biioh 
a fight, admitting that they, should lie 
tlie conquerors, thoy would, if thoir 
vision wore cleared of passion and pre- 
judice, see tliat tlioy would not pos.iuss 
n,li;ight.^Jfii'- they do not now nnjoy. ami 
tAsir. "liberties anf( their privileges 
■Afblild rtot be more secure than they are 
to-doy. But dissension and ill-feeling 
wouJ4iP^va^^ the land, and the strife 
.e^g^dered would not be allayed for 
many ,a long day. Wo believe that 
the people of the Dominion are to bo 
heartily congratulated upon the conclu- 
sion at which Parliainent with almost 
unpreq^deutcd.- unjuiimity arrived. The 
men who now believe that both Govern- 
ment and Opposition have done wrong, 
have acted the part of trucklei s and 
time-sorveis, will, wq have not the 
slightest doubt, feel gurprisoil when the 
present agitation— in Ontario prineijiul- 

in the usual way, and that none of the 

ilaugers they feared liave come upoii 
either them or their ii«ighl>ors. .Semo 
of them will no doubt be candid enough 
to admit that, after all, it was best that 
i,luel)ee in 1889 waa allowed to manage 
her own ullairs in her own way. 

QltEAT BMTAIN AND 

There has been a coolness of late be- 
tween Oreat Britain and M(iri)ccii. The 
causes of the niisuiiderslaiuliiig show 
the positi(ni which Morocco occupies to- 
wards civilized nations ui a strong light. 
•Somo time ago a British company 
wished to lay a submarine telegraph 
cable between (lihraltnr and T'angiei-. 
The Morocco government and the in- 
habitants of Tangier wen^ both iippescd 
to the midortaking. They evidently did 
not want to be brought nearer to tho 
civilization of the infidels of the north 
and we's't."' "The caljle was, however, 
quietly and unostentatiously laid. The 
Crovemmont knew nothing alunit the 
matter until it waa done. The Sidtaii, 
when he boani the ne-.vs, was excieeu 
ingly angry, and ordered the cable to 
l)o cut forthwith. He Went so far as to 
olTor to pay a large sum foir its removal, 
The natives accordingly wont to wi.rk 
to cut the ■ wires. But the Englishman 
wore too wide awuko for tho tawny 
.Moors. They concealed the real wire, 
strung a uuinbor of false ones and 
allowed the natives to amuse them- 
selves by cutting them. The British 
minister after a- while induced the Sultan 
to withdrt^w his 'opposition ' and bo the 
cable was left unniolesteil. .\ slunt 
time ago the cable needed repairing and 
the company foolishly asked leave of tlr 
.-iultan to be allowed to mend it. He 
refused his porniisaion unless the con- 
currence in writing; of. all the other Eur- 
opean ministers at Tangier was at first 
■ibtained. As he very well knew, this 
was requiring an impossibility, for the 
represe'Otatives in Morocco of all 
I'.nropean natii.-iis were never yet ki 
to agree upon anything. However, tho 
Britbh Guvernnient took yory prompt 
and effective nieasui'os to obtain the .Sul- 
tan's cunsent without procuring the doc 
ument he required. Five largo Brilisl 
men-of-war one fine morning mailt 
their appearance in the harbor of 'i'an- 
gier, and under their giins, the conqmny 
commenced laying the repaired cidilc. 
Aa soon as it was seen that there would 
be no opposition on the part of llu 
Moor the tleet aailetl away and the work 
of laying tho cablo went on peaceablv 
There was akso another liltle unpleasant 
ness between Morocco and Great liril 
aln. The "-'Nortb-'^'est African Com 
pany had a' factory at a place 
called Ciipo .luby, supposed to be mil 
sidethe frontier of Morocco. This f.ic 
tory was attacked by the .Sultan's sold 
iers, and one man was killed and tlie 
other Hritish subjects it eonti 
badly treated. The Sultan adudtted 
that Capo Juby was within liis 
sions, but declared that it was so far 
n.v\uy that he ojulil net be held respen 
aible fer what was done there. 'I'lii 
British (ioveriiiiieiit, liowovei', did held 
him responsible for the insult oll'oied u 
its flag and for the injury done to 
subjects. It demanded an indemnity i. 
■<-J."i(),(HH), and a further sum of 10 
ilaniagea to bo paid to the widow of the 
auiii wlio was nnirtleied. Couviiieeil by 
ilie five men-of-war thai bo eouhi .''ee 
from his palaue windows, the .Sultan 
agreed to 'piiy .th6 825,000 demanded 
for the widow of the murdered man, and 
KMjk into consideration the jti.stice uf 
jiaying the largar sum. It jio.ssibly niiiv 
require the assistaiice of a few ironclad.'- 
to enable him to arrive at a <leci.sion on 
this claim also. The only arguments that 
rlis Suproirie. Hl^tiness' ; fully, cpmpru 
bonds are solid and forcible ones 
like thesd and the Government of Great 
Britain is blarrted'foip being so slow in 
liaving leooiirse to them. It i.s for tjiusi 
learned cranks who ivere latidy ,so louil 
in declaring that MahoniedaniHiii is su 
perior'to Christtanity to' explain how it 
IS that the'Moo'ra who have been on the 
edge of civilization for more than u 
thousand years are still a barbarous niid 
intolerant people. They seem, in fact, 
lo bo unimprovable.

■ KLAND LANDS. 

Homes for "Settlers In thn NItlniit and 
■'' 'dther Valloy*. 

1). H. .McNeill, who visited the west 
coast last tall with the party which 
were einployeil to discover a route for the 
lelegrapli line to HoiiiUa Point, slates 
lhai in the Xiliiial N'alliy, running in 
from the inlet or lake of that name, 
there is a, large area of arable land, 
which ndgbt readily bo brought into cul- 
tivation. The salt water lake or inlet 
reaches in from the ocean for about nine 
miles, is a mile and a half acros.s at the 
widest point, and when ouce enleied is 
a safe harbor. The entl'^ce from the 
ocean is a couple of hundred yard: 
across, but at favorable stages of ih 
tide is easily pa.ssed into the deep am 
ipliet waters beyond. 'I'lie valley is 
about six miles in width at the widest 
point, narrow ing dou n as the interior is 
reached, where the lieiieli lands begin 
and tiie I'ooiinlls of the oioimiI.mm 
are apiiroaelied. The \-ailev is well 
euveie.l wilh tiiiiher, red '.jedar and 
spline, ill the lii;^iier l.iiid being lir. 
Portions id the land aie ei.\creii itli 
niaiile and alder, others being f-waiiip 
land, TheM- could he ea.^ily ch ared for 
agricultural purposes. The siirroiinil- 
iiig hills are heavily liinliered with 
Ijoughis lir of the line.-^'t kind. 

.Mr. .McNeill sta .es thai in the I'asier 
eleareil portions there is land sullicienl 
for lifly or sixty settlers, while ihe 
heavier tiinhered part would acconinio- 
date a hiiinlred or more. The Nitinat 
inlet i.s thirty-live miles southeast id' the 
entrance of Barclay .Sound, and of course 
that iiiiu li nearer \'ietoria by sea. It is 
one of a iiiiniher of valleys which ex- 
tend along llie coast to the north, in- 
cluding Jordan meadows and San 
Juaii valley. The latter is about forty 
miles from Victoria by tlie trail leading 
through .Jordan nieiidows via Sooke 
Li-.ke. Low divides connect each of 
these valleys and it is possible to build 
a \i;igon road from a point on the pre- 
sent .Sooke rood along Sooke lake, 
ill I (aigh .Jordan meadows to the head- 
u ateia of .San Juan river, from thence to 
the head of tho Nitinat vidloy, andoii to 
llie wafers of the inlet. This would ren- 
der available for seuleiuelll very eon- 
.si.leiahle tracts of land, which "would 
no ilonhl, he setlled if some nie.uis of in- 
gre..,s and egress were alforded. 

Il is often staled tliat there is hut 
little ariLhIe land in V ancouver Island, 
hill liow meagre is the iid'oriiial ion re- 
fpeeting any section lying twenty or 
tliiity miles from the east co.ist or a 
dozen miles fioiii the line of the Island 
railwiiy. It is iindouhledly the e.ise 
thai, besides the few \-alleys mentioned 
alioie, t here al e ill i/.elis I if others lying 

between the w led hills, which would 

provide homes hir thousands of settlers. 
Only an exploratory survey will demon- 
strate this, and in order that iimnigraiits 
may he accommodated willi some def- 
inite inforinatioii in regard to prohahle 
locations, there should he such a survey 
made. The valley of the Xitinat is 
easily ap)iroaclied \iy sea, and now that 
il is asserted that good land abounds 
thoro, it is probable that settlers will 
|tako advantage of it. 1'hc occasional 
steamer iwhioh visits Alberni coultl easily 
call going. and'Coming, and land iiaHsen- 
gers aiVu: supplies at . the head of the 
Xitinat Lake or Inlet. The vuUey might 
bo surveyed into townships and sections, 
which would greatly -facilitate the loca- 
tion of settlers, and would avoid any 
trouble in regard to land when settle- 
ment had been made.
